2000) 

American  frontiersman  and  showman;  one  of  the  most 
colorful  figures  of  the  Old  West.  Important  TLS,  2  separate 
full  pages,  4to,  Buffalo  Bill’s  Wild  West  stationery,  dated 
“Nagy-Beckskerek,  Hungary,  /  July  6,  1906.”  To  circus 
executive,  J.  T.  McCaddon,  concerning  Cody’s  European  tour 
and  contract  with  Bamum  &  Bailey  Ltd.  In  part  Cody  writes: 
“...that  the  Barnum  &  Bailey  Ltd.,  furnish  the  entire  plant 
same  as  Bailey  &  Cole  used  to  furnish  Cody  &  Salsbury,  and 
to  furnish  it  on  a  percentage.  This  I  would  agree  to,  providing 
that  the  Bamum  &  Bailey  Ltd.  feed  their  own  people  and 
horses.  Before  Cody  &  Salsbury  paid  for  one  half  of  the  feed 
for  Bailey  &  Cole’s  horses  and  people,  and  it  was  never  right. 

/  As  we  have  given  America  four  years  rest  we  should 
certainly  do  the  biggest  business  of  any  Show  in  America.  And 
by  being  partners  with  the  Barnum  &  Bailey  Ltd.,  all  the  big 
shows  could  be  routed  so  as  not  to  conflict. ..we  should  not 
have  been  in  this  Hungarian  Country,  which  is  solely  a 
farming  country  in  the  midst  of  harvesting.

exceedingly  healthy  and  a  cool  country;  pleasant  rides  and 
drives,  a  lake,  excellent  water,  ice,  and  no  fruits,  but  apples 
and  the  smaller  kinds.  Chicken  will  soon  abound.  I  have  wine, 
but  whether  there  is  any  in  the  tavern  I  never  asked.  We  have 
two  rotten  eggs  [sulphur]  Springs  within  fifteen  miles...”

DARROW,  CLARENCE  (1857-1938)  ($600-700)

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EINSTEIN,  ALBERT  (1879-1955)  ($3500-4500) 

German-born  American  physicist;  considered  the  most 
influential  theoretical  physicist  of  modem  times.

I  do  not  feel  at  home  in  specific 
metaphysical  thinking,  in  which  concepts  (ideas)  have  so  little 
connection  (to  do)  with  the  actual,  perceivable  (touchable) 
world.

But  I 
recollect  well  that  the  Craig  claim  was  up  before  me  very 
frequently  both  through  the  Interior  Dept,  and  through 
Counsel.  I  recollect  that  there  was  great  opposition  to  his

Kyoko 
was  Yoko  Ono’s  daughter  by  her  previous  marriage  to 
Anthony  Cox.  In  the  early  1970’s,  John  Lennon  and  Yoko 
Ono  concocted  a  scheme  to  kidnap  Kyoko  amidst  a  custody 
battle.  On  their  first  attempt  to  kidnap  Kyoko  in  Spain,  both 
Yoko  and  John  Lennon  were  caught  and  spent  a  day  in  jail. 
Only  the  help  of  a  local  lawyer  who  bribed  a  court  employee 
saved  them  from  a  possible  long  jail  sentence.  When  the 
Coxes  came  back  to  the  United  States,  John  and  Yoko 
employed  various  ways  and  means  to  gain  custody  of  Kyoko 
by  hiring  high-powered  lawyers  and  private  detectives.  Several 
more  attempts  to  kidnap  Kyoko  were  made,  and  even  with  the 
couple’s  vast  resources,  they  were  not  successful.  John  and 
Yoko  attempted  to  gain  Kyoko’s  attention  and  trust  by 
sending  her  gifts  and  other  tokens  of  their  affection.  In 
December  1971,  when  John  and  Yoko  were  allowed  to  visit 
Kyoko  in  Houston,  they  brought  with  them  a  copy  of  their 
newest  release,  “Happy  Xmas  (The  War  is  Over)",  with  a 
whispered  “Merry  Christmas,  Kyoko!”  mixed  into  the  music.

O.  Pratt,  signed  by  Smith  as  cashier  and  Sidney  Rigdon  as 
president.  Barely  eight  months  after  this  note  was  issued, 
Smith  was  charged  with  fraud  for  involving  in  "wildcat" 
banking.  'Die  bank  went  broke,  and  the  Mormons  fled  to 
Nauvoo,  IL,  where  Smith  was  murdered  by  a  mob  in  1844.
